WITH EMPHASIS ON LONGER TERM PROBLEM, TRAINING PROGRAMS ETC., 
WHILE WHO MUCH BETTER PREPARED GET ON WITH EMERGENCY OPERATIONS. 
DURING THE SESSION WHO PRESSED FOR AND OSRO COMMITTED ADDITIONAL 
$250,000 FOR IMMEDIATE NEEDS SUPPLEMENTARY TO $500,000 PREVIOUSLY 
COMMITTED. GENERAL AGREEMENT WHO SHOULD HANDLE DRUGS AND 
VACCINES, UNICEF ALL OTHER MEDICAL EQUIPMENT, TRAINING AND

FORTNIGHTLY.
